SPECULATION OR SLUMP 

The appearance of “cracks” in the 
prices wall In the United States is 
being watched with intense Interest 
along Parliament Hill and in offic¬ 
ial as well as unofficial circles 
* 

there Is no secret about the Import¬ 
ance of this development., especially 
since the economies of Canada and 
United States are closely linked in 
many ways and becoming even more 
so under present conditions, with ob¬ 
server* here no Iosh than the man-in 
the street across the country asking 
whether this Is the likely start of a 
slump or merely another result of 
possible speculation. 

However, quite bluntly, It Is learn¬ 
ed that too much caution cannot be 
exercised In adjudging this moment¬ 
ous development and It way be too

I’rlpr to the opening of the pres¬

One former minister has gone oil 
record with the forecast of a possible 
appeal to the people being made with 
In a matter of montths, though oth¬ 
er Liberals here do not. seem to 
share this view. On the other hand 
n Progressive-Conservative Senator 
has declared that nil election might 
come in Hie faP of 1918 and that 
this session would ho a “humdinger’ 
as a prelude. These viewpoints are 
contradicted by others who believe 
that the Government will not likely 
hold a general election until shortly 
before the end of its legal life ill 
1950. In any case, the e Is no unan¬ 
imity by any stretch of the imagin¬ 
ation. 

Nevertheless veteran observers 
here emphasize that a "snap election 
should not he ruled out and frequent¬ 
ly they seem to attach importance 
to n statement by Prime Minister 
King. “It is however, by no means 
certain that the Government (under 
a new Prime Minister) would wish 
to wait until the.expiration of the 
life of Parliament before seeking a 


ent position of “wait and see”. It Is 
known that powerful lobies of vari¬ 
ous kinds haie been carrying on in 
tin* II.R. to hold up the scheme and 
it is clear that the "wait and see” or 
cautious action of the ('anadian Gov¬ 
ernment was a logical manoeuvre. 
However. If Washington should act 
this year it is believed here that 
Ottawa would step on it and move 
quiekly. 

INADEQUATE PENSIONS 

The report, that pension increases 
for disabled veterans and war wid¬ 
ows would be about $10 minimum has 
aroused considerab’e discontent in 
some quarters because it s held to be 
inadequate under prevailing living 
coats and it would not be at all sur¬ 
prising If a battle results to bring 
these increases to a higher category,

"It is my view that we ought to 
have one opposition government in¬ 
stead of llireo opposition groups, 
each with its own views on different 
things that come up", declared Pre¬ 
mier King in the House of Commons. 

"It is my opinion that the chances 
of getting federal marketing legali¬ 
zed is better at this year’s session 
of Parliament than it has ever been,” 


remarked the president of the Can¬ 
adian Federation of Agriculture, H. 
Hannam at a meeting. 

“At this late date the committee 
is being asked to do a job which 
the government has the power to do 
but which lias refused or neglect¬ 
ed to do since the end of the war” 
said M.J.Coldwell.CC’F leader comm¬ 
enting on the prices committee. 

“They forget Hitler’s aggressions” 
stressed Mrs. Jean Henshaw who un¬ 
til recently was supervisor of 51 
camps of displaced persons in Eur¬ 
ope in testifying at the Senate Imm¬ 
igration Committee here about the 
attitude of the German people to¬ 
wards such displaced persons being 
that of hatred. 

“We have been extravagant In the 
use of our resources in this country 
said Dr. G.R.IL Barton Deputy Min¬ 
ister of Agriculture, at a gathering 
here. “This applies to soil which lias 
been abused and used extravagantly”

On tho Life-Span of Cereal Seeds 

How long do seeds live? That 
depends, of course, upon the kind 
of plant, the general health of ihc 
-cod, and the conditions of Mora"; 
Vcds of Wild Hie/* live for a few 
days only, while I !ian Lotus f d- 
liavo !>oon known to germinate after 
being stored for 150 years. 

And what about cereal sml>? 
Many accurate record.- of life-span 
or longevity of cereal seeds are avail- 
aide. Those show that in ordinary 
storage, especially in drier climates, 
the life-span of many cereal seed- 
exceeds 15 years. Percival, the great 
English botanist, found that wheat 
stored in bottles after artificial 
drying gave 10 per rent germination 
after 25 years of storage. This 
s the greatest authentic life-span 
known for wheat. • 

In 1945, Line Elevators Farm 
Service obtained from a farmer in 
Saskatchewan samples of wheat 
which were produced in the war* 
192S to 1937. These had been stored 
in an unheated building. We made 
a number of germination tests of 
the seed and obtained the following 
results.

This ts too time of year when gar¬ 
deners, amateur and professional 
otiHily scan the seed catalogues that 
tome to them from all parts of the 
country. Often it is not easy to sel¬ 
ect vegetable and fruit varieties be¬ 
cause each seed company will des¬ 
cribe in their own way their seed as 
being the best. True, their seed prob¬ 
ably in every case Is good, but often 
the varieties recommended are test¬ 
ed in much ml'cler, longer seasoned 
areas than southern Alberta * would 
be disappointing to the grower who 
did not take Into account this clim¬ 
atic difference. In order that the grow 
ers may have a guide as to the var¬ 
ieties that will bo best suited to 
. >»ut hem Albert a. the Horticulture 
Division ol lie Ex per linen till Station 
at Lethbridge, has compiled a recom¬ 
mended list of vegetables and fruit 
varieties that have proven to be sat¬ 
isfactory here through years of test¬ 
ing.

After you have called tho 
Department, then do what you can 
to put out the fire. 

Remember that in most fires the 
water damage is greater than the 
fire damage and if tho Department 
arrives soon enough, they can usually
